This can be turned out on a silver 
plater for serving, if desired, and 
garnished with fresh fruit. A choc- 
i d ate center, straw berries, or any 
other combination can be used in 
this manner.

o n, are reco gnized as evidence that a bo y 
needs so cial help, no t punishment.

stead o f sending such yo ungsters to a 
scho o l which stigmatize them as “ bad” , 
the scho o l autho rities study their back­ 
gro und and enviro nment and pro vide a 
pro gram o f educatio n fo r them in terms 
o f individual needs. 
Often this so cial service appro ach calls 
fo r o nly a few simple adjustments in the 
bo y’s life. 
So metimes a lo nger and mo re 
detailed pro gram is indicated. 
The cases 
o f real inco rrigibility are few and do ubt­ 
less must be handled apart fro m the pub­ 
lic scho o l. 
Only sho rtsightedness and 
igno rance ever branded all tro ubleso me 
children with such a label.

MODERN DOCTORS are co m­ 
pletely unfamiliar with such dis­ 
eases as cho lera, yello w fever, bu­ 
bo nic plague and many o ther dis­ 
eases which were co mmo nplaces to 
the do cto rs o f 5C o r 100 years ago 
In America. 
They have disap­ 
peared. 
It-la easy to understand 
why these are rarities to day: they 
were infectio us diseases and their 
disappearance has been due to im­ 
pro vements 
In 
sanitatio n, 
mo s­ 
quito and Insect co ntro l—yello w 
fever and malaria are carried by 
Insects; cho lera and t 5rpho ld fever 
are carried by infected w’ater. 
Mo re curio us and, In fact, inex ­ 
plicable, is the disappearance o f 
diseases which are no t Infectio us 
In o rigin. 
Fo r Instance, chlo ro sis, 
a fo rm o f anemia in yo ung girls, 
that used to be frequent—It has 
practically disappeared fro m the 
face o f the earth and no bo dy 
kno ws why. 
In the same catego ry is a fo rm 
o t go iter with staring eyeballs and 
rapid pulse, which is kno wn as 
“ ex o phthalmic go iter” . This Is no t 
an infectio us disease and, in fact, 
no bo dy kno w's the cause, and yet 
it seems that abo ut 15 o r 20 years 
ago we were in the midst o f a 
vvo rld-wide epidemic o f ex o phthal­ 
mic go iter and apparently no w It 
has almo st disappeared. 
IMiyslcian Investigates 
The late Dr. Henry Plummer o f 
the Mayo Clinic no ticed this and 
investigated the situatio n to make 
sure. 
He dro ve aro und to all the

Truancy, misbehavior in school, 
street fighting, breaking windows, and so 
on, are recognized as evidence that a boy 
needs social help, not punishment. 
In­ 
stead of sending such youngsters to a 
school which stigmatize them as “bad”, 
the school authorities study their back­ 
ground and environment and provide a 
program of education for them in terms 
of individual needs. 
Often this social service approach calls 
for only a few simple adjustments in the 
boy’s life. 
Sometimes a longer and more 
detailed program is indicated. 
The cases 
of real incorrigibility are few and doubt­ 
less must be handled apart from the pub­ 
lic school.

Insects; cholera and typhoid fever 
are carried by Infected water. 
More curious and, In fact, inex­ 
plicable, is the disappearance of 
diseases which are not infectious 
In origin. 
For instance, chlorosis, 
a form of anemia in young girls, 
th at used to be frequent—it has 
practically disappeared from the 
face 
of 
the earth 
and 
nobody 
knows wily. 
In the same category is a form 
of goiter with staring eyeballs and 
rapid pulse, which 1s known as 
“exophthalmic goiter”. This Is not 
an infectious disease and, in fact, 
nobody knowfs the cause, and yet 
it seems that about 15 or 20 years 
ago we were In the m idst of a 
world-wide epidemic of exophthal­ 
mic goiter and apparently now It 
has alm ost disappeared. 
Physician Investigates 
The late Dr. Henry Plum m er of 
the Mayo Clinic noticed this and 
investigated the situation to make 
sure.

ex-Cleveland catcher, in the sixth 
inning.
